The alarm was called in 
by a “John Doe” stating 
that there was a brush fire 
as above indicated. Engine 
424 answered' the alarm in 
5 minutes 15 seconds and 
was reduced to Code 2 at 
the start, as no fire was 
found by the first team of 
Firefighters to answer the 
call.

Is there really a “Unique 
Sierra Madre,” as suggested 
by one of your recent com¬ 
ments? If so, what makes it 
unique now? The rare mu¬ 
sical spider? 

Perhaps at one time it had 
some claim to such distinc¬ 
tion. It had the largest wis¬ 
taria vine in the world, the 
foot trail to the old hotel on 
top of Mount Wilson, the

Madre lose a little more of 
its own identity, lose one 
more hallmark of character. 

Things can be done to re¬ 
verse this trend. A few years 
ago in Philadelphia I re¬ 
marked of an extraordinary 
change in one shopping sub¬ 
urb.

Your Volunteer Firefight¬ 
ers were called to their first 
in, the next series when the 
alarm sound'e dat 10:45 p.m. 
FYiday evening, July 18 to 
the addre.ss of Mr. N. 
Church, 475 West Grand¬ 
view. 

Engine 424 arrived at the 
scene in 4 minutes and' 10 
seconds after the sounding 
of the alarm, to find the 
fire out but the home filled 
with smoke and the floors 
covered with water. Resi¬ 
dents of the home stopped, 
what could have been a ma¬ 
jor fire by quick application 
of the -garden hose. 

Recon.structing what may 
have happened Chief Char¬ 
les Brown said'; "Tliis ap¬ 
peared to be a Flash Fire, 
could have been caused by 
five Aerosol cans, which 
could have been leaking, or 
one by leaking, emitting gas 
to the density of being ig- 
nated by the water heater 
and exploding the four re¬ 
maining cans in a chain re¬ 
action.”

Chief Brown released the 
men and equipment at 11:37 
to return to the station and 
prepare for the next call. 
'This was call No. 51 for the 
year. 

'The second of the current 
.series sounded the alarm at 
3:48 p.m. Saturday, July 19 
and the call was to 93 N. 
Auburn, in the rear of 101 
where a frame building was 
i.n full flame. 

Engine 424 arrived in 3 
minutes 15 seconds and laid 
its water supply linos, 423 
immediately arrived in posi¬ 
tion and accompli.shod the 
same purpose. 

The fire was in a house 
owned by Nobel Jefferson, 
and prior to the .night be¬ 
fore was rented to a Caldar 
Young, who supposedly had 
not been seen around the 
building since about ten in 
the morning. 

Eighteen- Regular Fire - 
fighters and three Reserves 
answered the call and con¬ 
tained the fire to the one 
building, although other 
buildings were within six 
feet of the burning struc¬ 
ture. 

The house was declared a 
total loss by First Assistant 
Fire Chief Tyier and the 
damage set between- $1500 
and $2000. The cause of the 
fire was unknown, as it was 
completely gutted, with very 


little loft for investigation. 

Chief Tyler released the 
men at 5:05 to return to the 
station and check over the 
engines and equipment and 
prepare for the next alarm. 
This is full alarm call No. 
.52 for the year, compared 
with 29 for the same period 
last year. 

The third in a series and' 
the fourth of the week was 
the alarm that summoned 
your Volunteer Firefighters 
at the hour of 9:25 p.m. 
Monday evening to 604 N. 
Michillinda. 

Engi.ne 424 arrived in 4 
minutes 51 seconds followed 
clo.sely by 423 to find that 
a car with three occupants 
had proceeded south on- 
Michillinda and had failed 
to make the turn, in the ap¬ 
proximate area of the city 
limits. 

Tlie car, a Corvair, owned 
by Daniel Clark, .501 Venice 
Blvd., Venice, Californ 1 a, 
rolled over throwing one 
passenger from the car. The 
driver left the scene leaving 
two Injured victims behind. 
An ambulance was called to 
remove the victims to St. 
Luke Hospital. 

Excessive gasoline was 
.spilled from the engine and 
tank into a brush area and 
your Firefighters wet down 
the area to eliminate the 
possibility of fire.

Today will be tnir third 
full day on the mighty 
Mississippi, Fletcher, our 
raft, is turning out to be 
better than we had expect¬ 
ed. Life on board is turn¬ 
ing out to be very pleasant 
indeed. 

Our first night aboard, wc 
tied' up on an isla.nd. We 
did'n’t have the screens all 
in yet, and we were eaten 
alive by mosquitoes. We 
were awakened at 4 a.m. by 
some men from the St. Louis 
Boating Assn, (where wo 
had launched our raft), who 
invited ns aboard for sand¬ 
wiches and beer. We spent 
two hours awav from the 
mosquitoes. Sheer bliss! 

Perhans I should de.scribe 
our raft. Fletcher W. Smith 
is 16 feet long, 12 feet wide 
and has an S font by 7’ 8” 
cabin on it. It is floating on 
14 55 gallons drums, which 
were given to us by the 
Plas-Chem Paint Co. of St. 
Louis. Our control is given 
us by a 7’4 horsenower en¬ 
gine, nicknam e d Thor, 
which was provided by good 
friend ,Tohn. Thanks, .Tohn. 

At the moment we have 
two worries. First, it is hard 
to tell which is the river and 
which is a corn field. Tire 
river is at a flood .stage 
(the highest since 1951) of 
35 feet. 

We iu.st had a minor 
crisis. Our engine wouldn’t 
start as we were drifting 
down on a tow. (A tow is 
a strong of barges being 
pushed by a tug boat. Going 
downstream they take about 
3 miles to stop). Thanks 
again, John. 

Thjit’s our .second worry. 
Getting hit by a tow. We’ve 
eliminated mo.st of that 
problem by not traveling at 
night. 

Our back yard is con.stant- 
ly changing. We h.ave solved 
several of our equipment 
needs by fishing things out 
of the river. We built a 
shelf, a fire place, made a 
gard'en (a little plant 
named Falstaff, beca use 
he’s in a beer can), and re¬ 
placed the -seat of a chair. 
We found a snow tire on a 
rim (tire’s no good) which 
we are going to fill with 
rocks and use as an anchor. 

I have be.gun to feel very 
close to Thoreau. On our 
little world we have fo.u.nd 
time to begin and under¬ 
stand the business of liv¬ 
ing. We are beginning to 
realize how to enioy it. We 
will work for awhile then 
stand back and take it in. 
It is good to do occasional¬ 
ly. I recommend it for 
everyone.

Fanciful prophets of the future often describe the 
techiiologica! wonders just over the horizon and deduce 
with appealing logic that within the next generation or 
so the biggest problem of tho average person will be to 
try to figure out how to spend his leisure time.
